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UNPRECEDENTED 


ONE OF THE WORST WEST NILE VIRUS OUTBREAKS UNDER WAY

DALLAS The number of West Nile virus in- 
fections in the US. has jumped more than 
60 percent in the past week in what federal 
officials say is one of the country’s biggest- 
ever outbreaks of the disease. 

The Centers for Disease Control said on 
Wednesday that 1,118 cases and 41 deaths had 
been reported so far this year, up from fewer 
than 700 cases and 26 deaths just one week ago. 

That is the highest number of West Nile 
virus infections reported through the third 
week of August since the virus was first de- 
tected in the US. in 1999, the CDC said. The 
worst U.S. outbreak occurred in 2003, with 
9,862 cases and 264 deaths. 

“We're in the midst of one of the largest 
West Nile virus outbreaks ever seen in the 
United States,” said Dr. Lyle Petersen, direc- 
tor of the division of vector-borne infectious 
diseases for the CDC.

Federal officials are stumped by the sever- 
ity of the outbreak. 

Cases usually flare up in the summer be- 
cause the illness is most often transmitted 
from infected birds to people by mosquitoes. 

Victims may suffer fever and aches that 
can become severe or even cause death, espe- 
cially in the elderly, children and other at-risk 
groups. There is no specific treatment for the 
infection. 

Symptoms are often mild and many strick- 
en people do not see a doctor, meaning cases 
likely are underreported. 


More than half of this year’s cases are in 
Texas, but the disease now has been detected 
in 47 states, and 38 states have reported cases 
in humans, with only Alaska, Hawaii and Ver- 
mont reporting no cases. 

About 75 percent of the cases have been in 
Texas, Mississippi, Louisiana, Oklahoma and 
South Dakota, officials said. 

Nationwide, 56 percent of cases are of the 
more serious type that can cause paralysis, 
meningitis or encephalitis, the CDC said. 
The remaining 44 percent are the milder 
form of West Nile fever.

Officials said they were uncertain why 
this year’s outbreak has been so severe. 
A mild winter, a hot summer and other 
factors such as fluctuations in the bird 
population are contributors, officials 
said. 

Dallas, where a health state of emer- 
gency was declared this month, is expe- 
riencing an unprecedented epidemic. 

Latest figures show there have been 
640 cases of the disease in Texas. State 
health officials said 23 people had died, 
including rs in north Texas. 

“Dallas has been hardest hit,” said Dr. 
David Lakey, commissioner of the Texas 
Department of State Health Services. 

So far, 11 deaths have been reported in 
Dallas County this year, compared with 
10 in the period between 2003—when 
the disease first was detected in Dallas 
—and 2011. 

Aerial pesticide spraying in the city of 
Dallas and surrounding cities has been 
under way since last week. 

Officials are bracing for more cases 
because West Nile peaks in mid-August 
and lasts through September. There 
often is a lag between the time of infec- 
tion and the appearance of symptoms. 

Symptoms of the deadliest form of 
West Nile include headache, high fever, 
coma, neck stiffness, disorientation and 
paralysis. West Nile fever symptoms in- 
clude fever, headache, body ache, swol- 
len glands and sometimes a body rash, 
medical authorities said.

Storm defenses 
pass major test 


NEW ORLEANS Hurricane Isaac brought 

widespread flooding to the Gulf Coast 
on Wednesday, but elaborate defenses built to 
protect New Orleans after it was devastated 
by Hurricane Katrina seven years ago seemed 
to pass their first major test. 

The huge, slow-moving weather system, 

downgraded to a tropical storm on Wednes- 
day, dumped massive amounts of rain to test 
new levees and flood containment systems 
and officials were careful not to declare a pre- 
mature victory. 
Water flooded over the top of a levy on the 
outskirts of New Orleans and threatened to 
flood oil refineries and towns in the state and 
neighboring Mississippi.

MS Teen prev ices owner Copnrge Frade 
clied in coga andl passed the company on te 
Gabelick—a longtime legal secretary at his 
private practice—much of the history of the 
company died with him. 

But here’s what Strom does know: Malort 
is a type of Swedish liquor called a besk bran- 
nvin. It was arguably the most popular style of 
drink in the late 1800s in Sweden, and many 
families had their own recipes. 

A man named Carl Jeppson brought his 
recipe to Chicago in the mid- 1880s and, after 
the repeal of Prohibition, sold the company 
to Chicago lawyer George Brode who, at the 
time, also owned a liquor company. When 
Brode sold the rest of the liquor company off 
in 1953, he kept only one product— Malort. 

“George [Brode}] loved marketing and I 
guess it was a challenge,” Gabelick said. “He 
could have kept sloe gin or creme de menthe 
but that would have been boring.” 

When Brode died, Gabelick did not have 
the funds to market Malort as much as it had 
been in the ’50s and ’6os. But sales stayed fairly 
steady thanks to well-stocked bars such as Si- 
mon’s ‘Tavern in Andersonville —which in the 
late ’90s was known to go through several bot- 
tles a night—Uptown’s The Green Mill, and 
Brixie’s in Brookfield—not to mention VFW 
halls throughout the suburbs. The company 
was reported to be selling around 1,100 cases 
of product a year as recently as 2009. Gabelick 
declined to give updated sales figures. 

The more recent hipster appeal of the li- 
quor is far from underground anymore. For 
years, Malort has been stocked at late-night 
dives and mixed in cocktails to prove a bar- 
tender’s prowess. A 2009 article in the Chica- 
go Reader sparked a more widespread interest

Mialort online, they’re not just greeted 
with photos of the infamous Malort 
fase— pictures snapped to capture first- 
time drinkers’ sour reactions—and wacky 
arigin tales. They actually can find infor- 
mation and a marketing effort blessed by 
the company. 

‘Chicago comedian and bartender Sam 
Miechling is the brain behind the Malort 
['acebook and Twitter pages —a void he 
lecided to fill back in 2010, without the 
cximpany’s permission. In a period of two 
furs, Mechling suddenly was tweeting 
ti 330 followers. Today’s it’s nearly 2,000. 

Mechling went on to create a few 
‘You Tube-hosted “commercials” for the 
product. His video “What does Malort 
taste like” — filled with images of grape- 
Fruit, honey, gasoline, earwax and Hitler 
halding a can of bug spray—has hit more 
than 10,000 views. 

“This isn’t a video of someone break 
«lancing where the whole world knows 
what it is,” Mechling said. “This is a liquor 
available only in Chicago, so that many 
people watching it is kind of amazing.” 

Mechling’s social media work became 
cxrmpany-endorsed in May, and now con- 
nects to the brand’s first website, created 
by La Grange Park Web programmer 
Chris Depa. 

“We'd like to add additional content, 
especially historical content and lots of 
images from our archives,” said Depa of 
the still-in-progress site. “We have lots of 
iclvas up our sleeves.”

Fine dining flip-flop: 
Alinea to do stint in NY

Two of the country’s most-acclaimed fine- 
dining restaurants will trade cities and spac- 
es for one week this fall. 

New York’s Eleven Madison Park and Chi- 
cago’s Alinea—both three Michelin-starred 
restaurants—will swap chefs, kitchens and 
dining rooms, opening in essence pop-up 
restaurants in each other’s space. Alinea 
will occupy Eleven Madison Park in New 
York beginning Sept. 26 for five consecu- 
tive nights. Eleven Madison Park will do the 
same in Chicago starting Oct. 10. Tickets go 
on sale in coming weeks via Facebook. 

The two restaurants first hinted at a col- 
laboration through a YouTube video released 
Friday. In it, both restaurants dismantle 
their kitchens and dining rooms, packing ev- 
erything up in boxes (including chef Grant 
Achatz). 

In layman’s terms, at least to non-foodies 
who don’t recognize Thomas, Heston and 
Ferran by a first-name-only basis (respec- 
tively chefs Keller, Blumenthal, Adria), it’s 
the culinary equivalent of the New York 
Philharmonic and Chicago Symphony Or- 
chestra trading concert halls for one-week 


residences. 

Of course, experiencing this will come at 
a premium. For Chicagoans hoping to score 
one of several hundred tickets for Eleven 
Madison Park, the exclusiveness of a five- 
night stand and hefty price tag means casual 
diners might sit this one out ($495 in both 
cities, not including tax and service). 

But for devotees of high gastronomy, 
the band of Michelin guide-clutching food 
tourists, it’s a chance to sample one of the 
most-lauded New York restaurants in recent 
memory. 

The James Beard Foundation Awards— 
the Oscars of the restaurant world—has 
awarded Eleven Madison Park its two high- 
est honors in consecutive years: Outstand- 
ing restaurant in 2011, and outstanding chef 
in May for its 36-year-old Swiss-born chef, 
Daniel Humm. 

In the most recent “World’s 50 Best Res- 
taurant” rankings, a survey of 800 interna- 
tional restaurateurs and food journalists, 
Eleven Madison Park was voted the roth 
best restaurant in the world, jumping from 
24th place last year, and from soth place in 
2010. Alinea was No. 7 in the rankings. 
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Chicago Tribune 

The political convention season has just be- 
gun and already the kind folks at Garden & 
Gun magazine are offering two very potent 
ways to get through the coverage gavel-to- 
gavel. Yes, we’re talking cocktails, people. 

“Regardless of your political leanings, 
with the electoral season kicking into high 
gear this week, we could all probably use a 
good drink,” began this week’s “Talk of the 
South” email from the magazine, which rou- 
tinely draws raves for its knowing coverage of 
Southern food and culture. “And since both 
the Republican and Democratic national 
conventions are calling the South home this 
year (Iampa and Charlotte, respectively), we 
tapped a pair of mixologists from both host 
cities to put their own ‘political’ spin on two 
classic Southern cocktails.” 

Here are recipes for Garden & Gun’s con- 
vention cocktails. What’s simple syrup? Boil 
equal parts water and sugar until the sugar 
melts. Cool. Use. 

Those of us who don’t drink alcohol have 
options, too. One could experiment in losing 
the booze from these cocktails. Or kick back 
with a case or two of Dr. Pepper or Blenheim 
Ginger Ale to keep sober sippin’ in an appro- 
priately Southern mood. 


Swing State 
From Dean Hurst, director of spirits at Side- 
Bern's in Tampa, Fla. He uses Four 
Roses bourbon in the recipe. Aperol 
is an Italian aperitif. 

» 1% ounces bourbon 

» muddled huckleberries 

» % ounce each: Aperol, lemon juice, 

simple syrup 

» orange peel (for garnish) 
Muddle the huckleberries (note: you 
can substitute blackberries if huckleber- 
ries are not available) in the bottom of a 
cocktail shaker (about enough to cover 
the bottom). Add remaining ingredients 
and ice, then shake. Double strain into a 
chilled cocktail glass. Garnish with a circu- 
lar-cut orange peel. 


Carolina Blue 
From Carrie Geisler, mixologist at 5Church 
in Charlotte, N.C. Blenheim’s Ginger Ale is 
recommended for its spicy kick. 

» 2 ounces each: bourbon, fresh 

blueberry juice 

» ginger ale 

» fresh blueberries for garnish 
Combine the bourbon and blueberry 
juice. Shake well and serve in a highball 
glass over ice. Top with ginger ale and 
garnish with fresh blueberries.

Steve Byrne feels right at home these days. 
The actor and co-creator is the star of TBS 
comedy “Sullivan & Son,” which airs at 9 p.m. 
Thursdays. He plays Steve Sullivan, an attor- 
ney who ditches his buttoned-up corporate 
life in New York to run the family bar in his 
native Pittsburgh. Byrne also grew up in Pitts- 
burgh, even though the set’s in LA. Another 
parallel: His real mom is Korean and his dad 
Irish. 
Byrne recently chatted about the show. 


Will there be a Season 2 of “Sullivan & Son”? 
It started out with strong ratings, so we’re 
hoping so. We’re just trying to keep mo- 
mentum. We filmed 10 episodes, kind of the 
mozzarella sticks of the orders. We'll see if 
we can sustain the numbers and do well for 
the network. 


How did you end up producing it with Vince 
Vaughn? 

We've been friends for many years. He said, 
“You know, you should develop something 
for yourself. You don’t know who’s going to 
be banging on the door for a Korean Irish 
kid.” He was right; it’s been tough. I sat down 
and wrote this pilot out. Rob Long [executive 
producer for “Cheers”] entered the project 
and we hit it off right away. 


Obviously, “S&S” is getting compared to 
“Cheers,” especially with Long on board. 


A bar is a great environment. But what stinks 
is that just because it takes place in a bar 
people are going to automatically compare 
you to one of the most iconic shows of all 
time. Just because a series takes place in a liv- 
ing room with a couch in the middle doesn’t 
mean it’s “All in the Family,” “Married with 
Children” or “The Cosby Show.” 


You guys look like you have fun on the set. 
Since it’s on cable you can get away with a lot 
more. The language can be a lot more color- 
ful. It’s a treat to watch all these guys. The 
cast really does get along. When we break 
for lunch no one goes to their dressing room. 
There’s a lot of goofing off, but when push 
comes to shove, we all do our best. 


How do you prepare for your stand-up act? 
You want to be relevant and keep up with 
the news. Some people go the Chelsea Lately 
route and do gossip, but I never know when 
I’m going to be inspired. As a comic your 
eyes are open a little wider; you listen a little 
more attentively. 


How was it growing up in Irish-Korean 
household? 

While serving in Korea during the Vietnam 
‘War, my dad met my mother, who was a 
mess hall waitress. He still likes the meat and 
potatoes, but he does love BBQ and kimchi. 
And my mom can actually make an incred- 
ible shepherd’s pie.
